The Canadian Pacific 


as a corporation owns a large block of stock 
in the Duluth, South Shore & Atlantic. 
None of the «Soo' line stock is owned by 
the Canadian Pacific, although Canadian 
Pacific security holders tire largely inter- 
ested in ' Soo' securities, 
I do not think 


there is any poesibility of the Burlington 
& Northern being taken into the Great 
Northern deal." 


Mr. Olds further said he had read the 


rumored consolidation of the Union Pacific 
and the Canadian Pacific. 
He did not 


think such a deal was in contemplation. 
The policy of the Canadian Pacific was 
against extending its lines into the United 
States, and such a matter as the rumored 
consolidation could only be done by its 
western connections.

accept tho terms offered by the millmen, 
so the meeting adjourned. The millmen 
now state that they will bring suit against 
about 100 ranchers on the Carson river.

If it ia covered with a black coating, 01 
tarnished, soon after being cleaned, and 
after a second or third cleanica; again 
becomes darkened, one may be certain 
that there is some trouble with the drain- 
age system of the house. The agent 
which furnishes the tarnishing is not 
sewer gas itself, as it is commonly sup- 
posed, but a gas which always accom- 
panies it, called sulphureted hydrogen. 
It is the same gas which is generated in 
decaying eggs and other putrefying ani- 
mal and vegetable matters.
